Early on in the days of the Billy Graham Evangelistic Association a set of safeguards 
were developed to help retain and maintain the integrity of the ministry. Specific 
measures were agreed upon to help keep a strict level of accountability among the 
leadership to maximize the effectiveness of their outreach.

Billy Graham and his team resolved: 

1. To never exaggerate attendance figures at their meetings. 

Guard against lying and deceit. 

2. To take only a fixed salary from their organization. 

Guard against financial thievery. 

3. To never be alone with a woman other than their wife, 
mother, daughters. 

Guard against sexual sin. 


4. To never criticize fellow members of the clergy.
